About nine monthe ago tho Skod- 
aworke, in co-operation’ with the

fof sovoral million ‘marks with 
Chino, which had for itd real un- 
derlying. objoct tho seouring of 
ordors of yar 'matorial at‘a later 

eriok for tho Shodaworke, 

me ‘months later a second 
similar advance’ taok place 
on tho part of a group 
consisting of the Kreditanatalt, 
Bodonkreditanstalt and tho Es- 
komptogosellachaft, This finan- 
cinl businoss had algo as its real 
objeot’ the assuring of orders of 
ammunition’ and other under- 
‘tokings for tho concerns to which 
thogo banka belong. Unfortunate- 
ly tho endeavour to seoure par- 
ticipation for Austrian‘ -banks in 
tho big Chinese loan has not been 
sucoasaful, deéspite tho . fact, 
apparently, that the ido, was 
viewed favourably in Chinn, and 
alao the efforts of German banks.
